SAIGON (A P) — Three in­ 
telligence gathering teams led 
by Americans have been wiped 
out behind enemy lines in South 
Vietnam and Laos, field infor­ 
mants reported today. 
The informants told Associ­ 
ated Press correspondent Mi­ 
chael Putzel two of the teams 
had been operating across the 
Laotian border and the third 
was observing North Vietnam­ 
ese movements and manning 
sensor devices on a mountain 
outpost one mile north of the 
abandoned combat base at Khe 
Sanh. 
There were no details of w'hat 
happened to the two team s in 
Laos nor how many Americans 
wrere killed. But Putzel learned 
that two Americans and 23 to 
25 Montagnard hill tribesmen 
were killed June 5 at the out­ 
post in South Vietnam, code- 
named Hickory.

County, got a bill for $5.879 for 
the 1971 premium on his insur­ 
ance policy and refused to pay 
it. 
Robert Matthews of Indianap­ 
olis, the insurance agent who 
writes most policies on state 
property, 
said 
the 
escalated 
premiums were mandated by 
the national agency which holds 
the policy, CNA Insurance. 
Wyatt said he decided to look 
for another insurer when he re­ 
ceived a much higher bill for 
1971 
than 
for 
two 
previous 
years. He said his premium for 
liability, property damage and 
personal insurance for the rent- 
a-horse operation was $1,950' in 
1969 and $4,287 in 1970. 
Matthews said be has no ob­ 
jection to losing the policies for 
horse barns because the busi­ 
ness contains an especially high 
risk leading to sizeable claims. 
He said Wyatt’s claims in 1970 
were more than $11,900. 
After Wyatt refused to pay 
the premium and sought anoth­ 
er insurer, State Natural Re­ 
sources Director David Click 
said the nine other horse barn 
operators have not objected to 
the rising premiums as strong­ 
ly as Wyatt has. 
Wyatt said he obtained a $100 
deductible policy through King 
Insurance

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BROOKVTLLE RESERVOIR 
A preview of the scope of the Brook­ 
ville Reservoir was afforded over 200 
residents of Southeastern Indiana and 
visitors at a ribbon-cutting ceremony at 
the overlook site over a mile north of 
Brookville last Friday afternoon. 
The ceremony conducted by Gov. 
Edgar D. Whitcomb enabled those in at­ 
tendance to realize the enormity of the 
project, designed as a flood control pro­ 
gram at an estimated cost of $40 million. 
In itself, the overlook site, the first 
public facility to be opened, provided a 
magnificent view of the dam area nestled 
amid scenic hills. 
Target date for completion of the pro­ 
ject by the U. S. Corps of Army Engi­ 
neers is late in 1973, indicating that the 
lake will be in readiness for use in the 
summer of 1974. 
Forming the second largest inland 
body of water in Indiana, Brookville 
Lake will embrace a seasonal pool of 
5,260 acres. The lake at flood stagejvill 
contain 7,790 acres, located in Frarfllin 
and Union Counties. The largest body of 
water in Indiana is at Lake Monroe in 
the Bloomington-Bedford area. 
Actually, impoundment of East Fork 
of Whitewater River was authorized by 
Congress in 1938, following a disastrous 
flood in 1937. However, nothing was done 
until over 20 years later. 
Another damaging flood in 1959 gen­ 
erated widespread sentiment for action 
with the result that Whitewater Valley 
Flood Control Association was organized, 
spearheaded by Thomas J. O’Connor, 
Brookville attorney, as president. 
While 
groundbreaking 
ceremonies 
were held late in 1965, the project en­ 
countered 13 delays due to lack of ap­ 
propriations and other reasons, as point­ 
ed out by Rep. Lee H. Hamilton, member 
of Congress from the Ninth District. Rep. 
David Dennis of the Tenth District also 
appeared on the program. 
While the Brookville area will be the 
prime beneficiary from the project when 
completed from provision for an expand­ 
ed water supply, reduced danger of 
floods and from tourist business and 
lake traffic, Brookville Lake will con­ 
tribute to the economy of Southeastern 
Indiana. 
Nearby cities will also gain an accel­ 
erated tourist business. 
The 
dam 
impounding 
Whitewater 
River will be approximately 2,870 feet in 
length and 179 feet in height. 
The project necessitated removal of 
the town of Fairfield and relocation of 
some 1,000 graves in several cemeteries. 


Included in the plans for Brookville 
Lake provision for beach and camping 
sites, boat launching ramp sites, hiking 
trails, picnicking areas as well as areas 
for 
overnight 
accommodations 
and 
scenic overlooks. 


Completion of the Brookville Reser­ 
voir project in less than three years will 
provide Southeastern Indiana with an 
important new asset.

Lawyers will bear the cost of 
their own discipline under a 
plan adopted by the Indiana Su­ 
preme Court. 
“Now we will have the means 
for the realistic enforcement of 
ethical standards,” Chief Justice 
Norman R. Arterburn said in 
announcing the plan. It is ex­ 
pected to permit faster investi­ 
gation of complaints as well as 
a means of ready access for 
members of the public with a 
complaint. 
Recently Chief Justice W ar­ 
ren E. Burger of the U.S. Su­ 
preme 
Court 
addressed 
the 
American Law Institute. “ Law­ 
yers, clean your own house,” 
was the advice Judge Burger 
gave the representatives of the 
300,000 lawyers in this country. 
Burger endorsed the conduct, 
ethics and standards of the pro­ 
fession as a whole, and emphasi­ 
zed his criticism 
referred to 
“only a tiny fragm ent of reck­ 
less, irresponsible law yers.” 
In the past in Indiana, an 
eight-member disciplinary com­ 
mission was appointed by the 
court. Members gave of their 
time on a voluntary basis to 
investigate complaints of mis­ 
conduct. Judge Arterburn said: 
“ I would say actions in the past 
have been fair, but the system 
has been slow and inadequate 
in many respects. Right now 
there are 15 or 20 charges pend-. 
ing which are distributed among 
the members. They tried to 
take care of the important first, 
but some require a great deal 
of tim e.” 
National studies of disciplinary 
systems have pointed to a lack 
of powers within the agencies, a 
lack of funds for investigations, 
and great delays in the disposi­ 
tion of cases. 
“ We believe our plan has 
overcome 
those 
weaknesses,” 
Judge Arterburn said. 
The Supreme Court appointed 
a new seven member Commis­

must make a decision by their 
next meeting, which again is 
thirty days. If the complaint 
has merit and “ probable cause” 
exists, a “ hearing Judge” is 
appointed by the Supreme Court 
with the accused having a right 
to change of Judge. Results of 
the hearing will be public re­ 
cords on file with the Clerk of 
the Court. 
What makes the process un­ 
usual is the fact that all expens­ 
es will be borne by the legal 
profession. As of October 1, ev­ 
ery practicing attorney in the 
state will be assesed an annual 
fee of $15. It must be paid be­ 
fore he can practice in the state. 
Ali salaries and expenses will 
be paid out of this fund, with 
the salary of the Executive Sec­ 
retary to be established by the 
new Commission and the Court. 
Last year disciplinary actions 
resulted in one disbarment, one 
suspension, two reprimands and 
one case pending decision. It 
has been about, the same as 
previous years. 
Judge 
Arterburn 
told 
me: 
“ For such a large bar as we 
have in Indiana, it probably is 
a pretty good record.”

He concluded: “ It is only fair 
that all lawyers of the state 
should share in the professional 
responsibility of disciplining our 
profession.” 
I for one, am glad to see the 
bar act before regulations were 
forced on the profession.

A 
dissident miners group has de­ 
manded that top United Mine 
Workers union officials take lie 
detector tests to clear them of 
suspicion in the slayings of in­ 
surgent Jose A. “Jock” Yab- 
lonski, his wife and daughter. 
“Nothing does more damage 
to us in the eyes of our fellow 
citizens and our own families 
than the growing 
and unre­ 
solved suspicion that our union 
officials and our money played 
a part in these horrible mur­ 
ders,” 
Mike Trbovich, 
chair­ 
man of Miners for Democracy, 
said Thursday. 
He said UMW president W.A. 
“Tony” Boyle, general counsel 
Edward L. Carey and other in­ 
ternational officers, and leaders 
of the union’s District 19 should 
take the tests voluntarily “to 
establish once and for all that 
these suspicions have no basis 
in fact.” 
A spokesman for the union 
declined immediate comment. 
Boyle has repeatedly denied 
any knowledge of the Dec. 31, 
1969. slayings in the Yablonski 
home at Clarksville, Pa. 
One man has confessed to the 
slayings and four other persons 
have been arrested in the case.

New máximums for weekly un­ 
employment 
insurance

ments will go into effect July 3. 
John F. Coppes, director of 
the Indiana Employment Secur­ 
ity Division, said the higher 
amounts will be payable only to 
unemployed persons who file 
initial claims after that date. 
The top range now is from 
$40 per week for a person with 
no dependents to $52 per week 
to persons with four or more. 
The new' máximums will range 
from $45 to $65. 
The number of weeks a per­ 
son may collect the payments 
will remain at 26. 
In other changes in the law 
effective July 3, a person who 
leaves his job without good 
cause or who is discharged for 
just cause will lose his right to 
claim unemployment for six 
weeks or until he has received 
earnings equal to at least six 
times the amount his weekly 
e m ploy m ent 
pa y men t 
woul d 
have been. In addition, he will 
lose 25 per cent of the total 
benefits he might have claimed. 
Another change in the law re­ 
moves the provision which does 
not now allow persons attend­ 
ing a vocational course to re­ 
ceive unemployment payments. 
Persons attending a course ap­ 
proved by the Employment Se­ 
curity Board will now be eligi­ 
ble for funds.

By FRANK CAREY 
AP Science Writer 
WASHINGTON (APi — The 
new heroin detection test now 
administered to all GIs leavinc 
Vietnam has already proven it-^ 
self an effective, hard-to-beat 
means of finding bard drug 
users, its developers say. 
The test, pioneered by a civil­ 
ian laboratory in the nation’s 
capital, was described Thurs­ 
day by its developers as 100 
times more sensitive than pre­ 
vious methods. 
It can reliably detect heroin 
up to five days after a user has 
had a “fix," they say.

Draft Quotas 


For 2 Months 


Are Announced

WASHINGTON (AP) — Ap­ 
parently 
satisfied

and Senate will reconcile differ­ 
ences in the draft *law, the De­ 
fense 
Department 
has 
an- 
notmced a quota of 16,000 for 
July and August. 
"It is prudent planning and 
gives draft-age youths and the 
Selective 
Service 
notice 
of 
what’s coming." one Pentagon 
official said Friday. 
Other defense officials said 
the action was taken because 
both chambers have approved 
a 
two-year extension 
of the 
draft law, which expires June 
30. They expect the differences 
to be resolved on other aspects 
of the bill with the final legisla­ 
tion sent to President Nixon 
during July. 
The major difference is an 
amendment in the Senate ver­ 
sion calling for a phased with­ 
drawal of U.S. 
troops 
from 
Vietnam over nine months if all 
U.S. prisoners of war are re­ 
leased. It is likely to receive a 
cool reception both in confer­ 
ence and on the House floor. 
But even if the hill should he

in

longer 
than anticipated, defense offi­ 
cials 
said 
the 
July-August 
quotas could be filled by col­ 
lege students whose deferments 
have ended. 
A spokesman said the usual 
paper work for the new quotas 
was being processed but that 
draft director Curtis W. Tarr 
said he would not issue the call 
to the states 
until Congress 
completes action. 
Officials said the two-month 
quota will be equally divided 
between July and August. This 
falls well within Secretary of 
Defense Melvin R. Laird’s pre­ 
diction last April 
that draft 
calls for the rest of 1971 would 
not top 10,000 a month. 
The new calls represent a 20 
per cent drop from the com­ 
bined May-June calls of 20,000. 
President Nixon has said he 
wants a "zero draft" by mid- 
1973, when the pending two- 
year draft extension would ex­ 
pire. Some officials, however, 
including outgoing Secretary of 
the Army Stanley R. Besot, 
have expressed doubt the all- 
volunteer Army can be attained 
in two years.

The system originally was de­ 
veloped by the Syva Research 
Institute of Palo Alto. Calif., 
which builds the electronic in­ 
struments required. The Army 
says only about 10 such ma­ 
chines are available, three of 
which are now' in South Viet­ 
nam. 
The method involves mixing 
a small urine sample—less than 
l-20th of a drop—with a special 
reagent. When the reagent is 
mixed with a sample containing 
heroin, 
a 
recordable 
con­ 
figuration of electrons is pro­ 
duced and in seconds, a pen de­ 
scribes lines on graph paper 
showing the amount of drug in 
the specimen.
